Resolved That in filling the position
of superintendent of documents the Pub-
lic Printer Is respectfully requested and
urged In the Interest of the whole Ameri-
can people served by libraries that the
purpose of conducting the office of super-
intendent of documents on a plane of
highest efficiency progress and

to the public through the libraries
be kept in mind and that as the work
of this office is to a high degree tech
nical long experience In the office or
training in library work be insisted upon
as prerequisite for appointment

tions be sent to the President of the
United States to tho Public Printer to
the chairman of the Congressional Joint
Committee on Printing and to Mr Post
